Т": hearing of the aetion for libel brought by 


Mrs. Barry, wife of an East India merchant in the 
City, against Mr. Charles Harcourt, a solicitor, wus 
heard on March 14 in the King's Bench Division 
Mrs. Barry was living on a separation allowance, 
ind had charged her husband with threatening to shoot 


| her, subsequently w.thdrawing from the prosecution. Then 


disagreement arose between the parties respecting certain 
tradesmen's bills, which Mrs. Barry objected to pay. Much 
correspondence ensued, and Mr. Harcourt, as the husband's 
legal adviser, wrote to a butcher 


* The threat was to shoot a certain man in regard to whose 
relations with Mrs. Barry our client has grave cause for 
suspicion, if not actual proof." 


This constituted the alleged libel, being a reflection on 
the character of the lady. Defendant argued that the 
letter was privileged, and that, in view of the charges 
made against Mr. Barry, it was his duty to carry out 
instructions and give his client’s version of the matter. 
“That,” said Justice Lawrance, “ін the whole question- 
whether it was your duty or not.” . “I wanted," further 
explained Mr. Harcourt, “to make my cient's motive 
perfectly understood. I did not write о every baker 
and butcher." “In the foithcoming divorce petition is 
there any cross-petition against Mrs. Barry!" inquired 
Mr. Jelf, who appeared for plaintiff. The rep'y was in 
the negative.

A Good Cut Flower, 


AM often asked for particulars of flowers suitable for 
cutting, many of my readers being in the habit of 
growing plants for sale. It is, of course, impossible 
to mention more than one ata time, and d the 
next few months I hope to be able to run thro the 

list of the best plants. As a commencement, that y 
ring the columbine, which is of great beauty

and utility and a good cutting flower, must certainly be

mentioned. The species illustrated is one of the long- 
spurred variety. Other really showy ones are the Cali- 
fornica hybrida, blue, white, and yellow; coerulea, bril- 
liant blue and white; chrysantha, a bright golden: 
landulosa, really a lovely flower, having a blue and white 
xum Skinneri, vermilion and yellow, and a pure white 
one, of which a firm of London seedsmen make a specialty. 
Seeds of all these varieties can be got in packets at 


1s. each. 
Chinese Primulas. 


Primulas usually flower in the spring as well as in the 
winter, but are more valuable at the latter period, and 
some plants should certainly be grown for that purpose. 
May is a good month to sow the seeds, which, being rather 
small, require careful manipulation. Тһе customary plan 
among su cessful growers of these plants is to take a clean 
pan or 6-in. pot, and well drain it by placing one piece of

pot over eich hole, and then a layer of smaller pieces on 
these, finishing with some finely sifted sandy compost. Press 
the soil moderately firm, and sprinkle a little silver sand on 
the surface. Then apply suffieient warm water through a 
fine rose-can to moisten the whole of the compost, and 
when the water has well drained away, sow the seed thinly 
and evenly on the surface. 


Kennel and Covered Run. 


The idea that anything is good enough in which to keep a 
dog has long since been exploded, thanks to the encourage- 
ment given to breeders to rear animals in the best possible 
way by the various canine soeiéties. Dogs vary, of course ; 
some can be k:pt in open sheds or kennels, out of doors, 
while others must be found accommodation in the house. 
It is certainly hard to have to turn out in the depth of 
winter a spaniel puppy, the while a dachshund—no greater 
favourite than his companion, by the way—was found a 
comfortable rug in front of the dining-room fire. Formost

varieties of dogs housing of the kind illustrated is valuable. 
The kennel is fitted with a back, so as to stand inde- 
pendently, and there is a bench on the top of the sleeping- 
бе, as shown in the illustration. It is built throughout of 
selected, well-seasoned timber, the backs and sides are 
covered with matchboarding, and itis roofed and fitted with 
finials, as shown. The run is formed of iron rods on a 
strong frame, and fitted with a gate at the end.
